A sort of comp romise was effected after this, 
but there were occasional encounters between 
the members of the two families, l1 iually the 
Joneses, father and two sons, boarded a 
steamer and shot Cren. Liddell. 
1 he m urder­ 
ers were lodged in jail, but th at night a p arty 
of Liddell’s friends took the elder Jones and 
one son from the jail and lynched them, lhe 
other son, C uthbert Bullitt Jones, the man 
who insulted K ing, escap ed by a desp erate 
leap . 
The trouble was reop ened in W ashington 
in November by the p ublication by Jonas of 
a scathing letter address« ! to King, ap p lying 
to him all sorts of ep ithets. 
King on No- 
vembcr 23 p ublished a card rep lying to Jones 
and charging th at he was an afoissin and 
declining further controversy with him.

da ily. 
Keep y ou r pla nts clea n; when sweeping 
or dusting cov er w ith paper or a thin 
m uslin sheet. 
Turn the pots around a t 
least ev ery week, to prev ent the plants 
from becom ing one sided; they w ill lean 
to tho light and soon become ill shaped 
w ithout this a ttention.
